He was in English Army under Marlborough end in rebellion 
of 1715, and arrived in Virginia Oct, 13, 1727.

ORIGIN 


With a history older than that of most surnames and trace- 
able in Britain to a time antecodent to the Norman Conquest, 
from the north which resulted in/tho establishment of the 
duchy of Normandy, the surname Gooch has never been in very 
common use. It has been known in England in sevoral variant 
forms of similar sound -- GOCH, GOOHE, GOOGE, GOUGE, GOODGE, 
GUICH and GOUCH, which in parts of England still has the pro- 
nuncia tion of Googo, not Goff. The frequency of occurrence 
in England in recent time, stated in terms of the integral num- 
bers proportional to every ten thousand of population, has been 
given as fifteen for Norfolk County, with no numbers stated for 
other counties, The variant Gough occurs more frequently, 
especially in the Counties toward the bordor of Wales; and 
other variants appear less frequently. In certain diroctories 
compiled for years in the third quarter of the nineteenth con- 
tury, the occurrence of Gooch, Gouch and Gutch is given as 
follows: Gooch--London, Norfolk and Wost Riding--43 Gough 
--Shropshiro, Wiltshire, Buckinghamshire--96; Gutch--York- 
shire--2, То the Welsh, the surname Goch meant "red." William 
Rufus was "givilyn goch," and in the period following the Con- 
quost there were many names of tho similar use of Goch to in- 
dicate the ruddy complexion, The Gozes of Normandy were ap- 
parently the "reds" of the Danish line descending from Hrolf
